| HE MAN WHO IS MADE SECURE. 

The recent decisions of the courts are epoch- 
marking. The very foundations of our form of gov- 
ernment were at stake. Civilization was threatened. 
A minority of the people had become rebels against 
our system of government. The courts have put a 
stop to this “peaceable revolution, 7 and now the 
forces rebellious against our social system must 
halt, or have recourse to violent means ip compan- 
ionship with anarchy. 

Recall what these court decisions are. 

The Federal Court forbade the American Fed- 
eration of Labor to boycott the Buck Stove and 
Range Company of St. Louis. The United States 
Supreme Court by unanimous vote rendered a sim- 
ilar decision against an officer of the Hatters’ Union, 
and in favor of a manufacturer of hats at Danbury, 
Ct. This is the case of Loewe vs. Lauler. There 
followed a decision of the last-named court declar- 
ing the employers’ Hability act» unconstitutional. 
This court has also held that employers cannot be 
restrained from discharging employés for the reason 
that they are members of a labor union. Last, this 
court has decided that State laws imposing un- 
reasonable terms and confiscatory fines on corpora- 
tions engaged in interstate business will not stand. 
The Appellate Court of this State (district of San 
Francisco) and the Supreme Court of the State hold 
that prosecutions for crime must proceed with due 
regard to legal forms, and that the law shal! govern 
nch cases—not clamor, ‘prejudice and vicious 
intent. 

ere is violent objection in certain quarters, and 
ill-disguised dissatisfaction in others, as to all these 
decisions of the highest courts. Newspapers and 
ambitious politicians whose alliance is directly with 
the revolutionary forces of the day are loud in con- 
demnation of the courts. Other newspapers and 
ambitious politicians of the straddling type, whose 
prayers are now to the “good God,” and anon to the 
“good devil,” are restrained in their expressions 
contempt for the court, but the contempt is just as 
deep and bitter. 

Of course, the simple question is, what is just 
and what is unjust. It is no concern of the court 
or of the law how many persons are benefited, how 
many hurt, by a law or by a decision. The court's 
single duty is to administer the law as it stands on 
the statute books, whether it be good or bad. The 
law's alm should be to establish exact justice be- 
tween man and man, or between the humblest per- 
son in the country and all the others if it comes to 
that. Just laws recognize that the one person has 
rights which are forever inalienabie, and must not 
be taken away by any man, or by a million of men. 
“The majority ruleg in America.” True—with im- 
portant reservations. The majority rules through 
procedure in exact accord with the Constitution, 
which stands as a wall of adamant deep as the 
abyss, high as the battlements of heaven and broad 
as eternal justice, between a poor boy and all the 
people of this country. To deprive a child of any 
right. except through constitutional methods, is 
violence, is injustice, is a revolution, a _ rebellion 
against society and in the end overturns the gov- 
ernment, wrecks the country, and destroys us all. 

These new decisions stand for the vital interests 
of every man in the United States, and are neces- 
sary to the liberty, perhaps to the life, of each of us. 
In case of a vicious strike, who suffers? The cor- 
poration with its wealth, or the wage-earners in 
heir poverty? In the case of a successful boycott, 
lestroying the business of a corporation, and closing 
ip its plant, who suffers? The members of the cor- 
ration, or the employés who earned their living 
in the factory or mill, who have their homes hear 
ne plant, who in many cases own their homes and 
an seither sell the property nor move it when the 
usiness is destroyed”?

_ abor wnions forcing independent workers to join

benefit of just laws, righteously administered? Is 
it not the ten persons, in the independent ranks, 
who are thus protected from the tyranny of the 
organized one-tenth? 


United States, who gets the benefit? Is it those 
who control the railroads and own them, or is it 
the vast army of men employed in operating them 
who are thus protected from the arbitrary effect of 
vicious laws which would throw them into jail for 
obeying the orders of their employers when they 
must obey or lose their places? As to iniquitous 
laws which require the railroads to be operated at 
rates which do not take due regard for the cost of 
operation, reduce earning capacity, and thus reduce 
the capacity to pay wages, who is benefited by 
knocking out these unjust 
baked populists? Is it not the millions of men and 
women whom the roads employ? 

Take the confiscatory fines levied on the roads. 
If earning capacity is reduced unreasonably and at 
the same time the money earned is swallowed up in 
excessive fines, where are wages to come from? If 
by throwing employés into jail trains are held up 
and goods cannot reach their destination, who suf- 
fers? Is it not those employed in the milk where 
the goods are made, on one end of the line, and 
business men and consumers at the other end where 
the goods are needed. 

Who is in greatest danger if laws can be laxly 
administered, if prosecutors with a mania for tbe 
limelight, or those all covered with an itch to hold 
office, or those hired by some greedy business 
schemer, can railroad men to jail? It will not be 
the rich men who can employ able attorneys and 
carry the case from court to court until a fair trial 
is had. It will be the poor who cannot get legal 
talent, who cannot put up money for appeal. It 
ignorant men by chance get on a bench, if corrupt 
men by “accident sit in judgment, if men of violent 
partisan prejudice wear the judicial ermine, if weak 
politicians decide cases on popular clamor in order 
to secure reélection, it will not be the powerful who 
will get the worst of it oftenest, The personal lib- 
erty, the business and even the life of the men of 
ordinary station will be in jeopardy. 

In the name of justice and of the just God, 
whose breast is the source of justice, has it not 
required centuries of awful struggle on the part of 
the poor, the weak and the friendless to work out 
just this system of jurisprudence under which we 
live, and which these decisions uphold? Shall we 
now at the demand of a small minority in this coun- 
try, who leaders are unscrupulous, ambitious, de- 
signing, unjust at heart, demanding unjust laws and 
au unjust administration of the laws--shall we 
turn back the clock of time for centuries, give up 
all the advantages the common people have now 
and return to the peonage of the remote past? 

These decisions all say not. They say there shal! 
still be one law for all, and that the law shall 
operate in the same way for all. They say courts 
shal] proceed in due conformity to law, and this 
country shal) still pursue its way ever to higher and 
better conditions for us ail under the reign of law— 
not of private interest, pernicious prejudice nor

HUNDERER’S” TREATMENT OF A THRILL. 
In the game played for the possession of the 
London Times, C. Arthur Pearson has been shut out 
by C. Moberly Bell. Great Britain has heaved -a 
great sigh of relief at this victory of the conserva- 
tive manager of the paper over the “yeller feller.” 
The make-up of the “Thunderer” eloquently proves 
that while Pearson may have faced the pitcher he 
never got to first base. About three weeks ago the 
London Times published its great “scoop” concern- 
ing the letter written by the Kaiser to Lord Tweed- 
mouth on naval matters, Out bere we consider that 
much ado was made about nothing concerning this 
by no means first episiie of William, but across the 
Atlantic it created us great sensation as would oc- 
cur in this country were, say, Roosevelt to dine with 
murderer Orchard. li was the greatest’ beat the 
London paper has secured since the Russo-Japanese 
war. 

Knowing that Pearson possesses Hearstian ideas 
concerning the display of news it is easy to imagine 
what he would have done with the Kaiser item had 
he been in control of the Times. But he wasn't and 
isn’t; as 2 consequence the paper printed its great 
story In a three-inch item, under a small single- 
line head, near the bottom of the column! 
According to Hearst and Pearson ideas that “par” 
was “buried.” But was it? While the early copies 
were still damp from the press the lynx-eyed re- 
porters of the press agencies scissored it, placed it 
on the wires and soon thousands of big papers in 
all parts of the world gave it all the huge headlines 
the Times had denied it. 

In connection with this Kaiser letter and also 
with the reports first circulated that King Edward 
permitted the information to be communicated to 
the Times, it is recalled that Queen Victoria was 
once the unwitting means of allowing a London 
newspaper to “get next” to a world-important item. 
During the Crimean crisis, wnen everybody was 
wondering whether war would be declared and the 
newspapers could get little accurate information, a 
lady who had slight claim upon Her Majesty wrote 
asking for an appointment in the royal navy for her 
son. The Queen in reply told her to set her mind at 
rest for “the fleet is going to the Baltic and your 


boy shall go with it.” 


All these are details and should all be regulated

ETTING GOOD SENSE. 

John Burns, laborite member of the English 
Parliament, has surprised the world twice in a week. 
He led the contest in the House of Commons against 
the bill intended to force the government to find 
employment for all idle men, and now he takes issue 
with the notion that large families of children are 
to be always desired. 

“ir. Burns's present contention is that reforms 
likeiy to result im raising to healthful maturity a 
larger number of children, is the first thing to turn 
attention to, and that we whould work to produce a 
higher type of manhood rather than a greater num- 
ber of low types. 

This English legislator has practical plans in this 
direction. His opinion is that women should be 
exempt from toi) in factories and shops six months 
before they bring a child into the world and six 
months after the birth of the child. 

These views are to be commended. It may be 
dificult to carry them out, bat some such practice 
is necessary if the race is to rise to higher levels of 
life and usefulness. The first and all-important 
thing with multitudes of John Burns's constituents 
is to get the means to live at all. Large areas of 
the land in England are waste, or are poorly culti- 
vated. If the people could be kept in the country 
and the land put to the highest uses there would be 
work and bread for all. As it is, thousands crowd 
into the cities where population becomes so con- 
gested that many must almost starve, some do so 
absolutely. Men and women and even children toil 
early and late to get bread enough to keep soul and 
body together. 

Until the mother can be relieved from bearing a 
crushing burden of labor immediately before she 
gives a child birth and as soon after the event, the 
race ‘must degenerate. While these conditions pre- 
vail it is a serlous question, this bringing children 
into the world to perish in early infancy, and in no 
case to be able to reach the full stature of fine man- 
hood and womanhood. Better by far to have less 


children, to rate them to maturity and to so bring 
them up that they shall have that most desirable 
of all endowments, a sound mind in a sound body.
